AT EASTERN NORMAL

Two fires of unknown origin 
whhtn three hours Saturday 
morning totally ck-stroyed the old 
gymnasium building and a barn 
entailing an estimated loss of be- 
tween $12;000 and $13,000 at 
Eastern Normal. The barn, which 
caused the first alarm to be sent 
in shortly before 1 o'clock. con_ 
tained an automobile and about 
30 chickens, property of Presi- 
dent T. J. Coates. of the institu- 
tiort. The ^ytunasiutn, which 
had just received a new coat of 
paint and hardwood door, was 
burned at 3 -.M) o'clock, together 
with .1 piano and most of the ath- 
letic paraphernalia. There was 
blatiket insurance on botli build- 
ings, but this will not bej^in to 
cover the loss. 

The first rtre, that of the barn, 
was responded to promptly by 
city firemen and the truck, in 
charg<' of Mose Nelson, was soon 
upon the scene. The buiUling 
seemed to Ix- afire on ail sides, 
and there was but little chance of 
»avin|Sf it. beinfj a frame structure, 
although a line ot hose was im- 
mediately laid. .\ portion of the 
lower part of the structural work 
was savcfl. However, the building 
represents a total loss. 

There has been no fire about 
the building at any tiiiu-. far as 
is known. The trip by the fire- 
men was ma»le thru a drizzling 
rain. There was n straw or 
feed in the building and a quanti- 
ty of goods -stored there .some 
time ago had recently been mov- 
ed. 

Soon after the return of the 
firemen to the city at 2 o'clock, 
and most of them had /cached 
♦heir homes and i«etired, a second 

alarm was sent in. frf)m a nearby 
residence. The call was answer- 
ed and it was found that the large 
gymua-iiim 'bitildiii^^. known as 
the "okl gym." was in flames. Fire 
seemed to 1m* isstiing from various 
p»»rtion. of thf building. When 
one pt)rtion ot the lower part of 
the stnicture had been burned, 
one si<le of the m>per part had 
also been consumed. 

For the first time in its history 
the city fire triick pumped from 
two lines of hose, both lines being 
played upon the fire, and while 
there ;ui ani|>lc pressure an<l 

a goodly supply of water, little 
headway could be made. OAving to 
tlie itnnuii>ity of the I)uilding. 
which was frame. l he firemen 
worked until da\ light but were 
miable to i \,'u a ))ortion of 

it. or even enter it for the purpose 
of removing any of the contents. 
He.sides much of the athletic ap- 
paratus, there was a piano burned. 
Much of the athletic erpu'pment 
together with e. .usiflerable furni- 
ture had been removed froui tlu- 
building some time ago. for tiie 
IHirpose of h.iving the btiilding 
imtproved. j'he work of placing 
9. hardwood flf>or had been cf>iii 
j.lefed bnl a short time. Tlii^ is 
.said to have represented an ex- 
^penditure of $500. Workmen 
bail been ]>usily engaged during 
the past two weeks painting tlie 
exterior of the building. pre]>ara- 
tory to h.iving fnitlier dreorat ing 
done by Reed Juett. The lattt r 
had his tools at another building 
oti the gromuK. an<l was to have 
started work within a day t>r 
two. The ladders and scaffolds 
used 1)\ the workmen who appli- 
ed the first ctMt of paint, however, 
were burned. 

It is estimated that the lo^s 
a result of the burning of the gvni 
will be about $12,000. Supt. Robt. 
I\atnse\. of (he properties and 
grounds, was one of the first upon 
the' scene, and stated, as did oth- 
ers comiectefl \\ itit the instittuion 
that the origin of the fires wa>s 
miknown. President Coates, of 
the school. \\ lio w.is also present, 
admitted the origin was a mys- 
tery, since there had been no fire 
wbitever in the barn and none in 
the gymnasium building for the 
past six months. 

It is nf)t as yet been decided 
whether the gym building will be 
replaced this year, since there is 
another and sni.aller gymnasium 
in the manual training school, 
hotlireTer, this would not be ade- 
quate. 

The second alarm, coming as it 
did so closely upon the first, caus- 

efl considerable excitement 
among residents in the vicinity of 



attendance at the sec6nd fire, the 
rain having ceased falling. It is 
said this is the fifth time the gym 
bi^lding hasjbeen the cause of fire 
alarms being sent in within a per- 
iod of 18 months. It was one of 
the oldest buildings there and had 
been in use since the establish- 
ment ot the school. It was pro- 
vided with a spacious gallery and 
was conceded to be one of the 
most practical buildings for the 
purpose in the state, although not 
as extensive as some. It was built 
along older lines and the extra 
provision made for gallery ac- 
commodations, etc. The mater- 
ial, which was principally of wood 
rej)resented some of the best tim- 
ber to be found anywhere. That 
there could have been an electri- 
cal cC)nnection is out of the (|ues_ 
tion, since the electric current had 
been cut off from* the building at 
the close of the school period 
some time ago. 

Reports arc persistent to the 
effect that th : fires were of in- 
cendiary origin. A mysterious 
automobile in said to have been 
maneuvering in the vicinity of the 
building previous to the first fire, 
and after the departure of the 
firemen and before the second fire 
was reported, the same machine 
is said to have been seen in the 
vicinitv. llo\\ \er. when it comes 
to speaking ff>r publication, the 
informant "don't exactly know," 
but it is "believed this is the 
case." However, there are ex- 
pressions to the effect that the 
Iw i) fires, taking place as [hr-y did. 
each of unknown origin, arc ad 
mittedly puzzling.
